Not a single accident that we could learn 
of occurred within the limits of the city. 
The workmen on the steeple of the new 
Christian church, on Greene street, narrow- 


opponeuts. Gov. Tryon pow sert a 
magistrate and an officer with a procla- 
mation commanding the insurgents to 
disperse within one hour; but they re- 
fused to listen to him, crying out, Bat- 
tle, battle!” Oo the return of the ma- 
gistrate, the Governor, understanding 
that the Regulators proposed to put 
Ashe aud Walker in front of their lines, 
seut a message that as he should keep 
the prisovers he had taken in a place of 
safety, he hoped the same care would 
be taken of those gentlemen. To this 
they retarned no direct answer, but of- 
fered to surrender the two prisoners if 
the Governor would surrender those he 
had taken, seven in number. The pro- 
posi- ion of so unequal an exchange, 
implying a concession on the part of 
the Governor, was at first rejected; but 
afterward, at the solicitation of his men, 
who were apprehensive of the treatment 
these two persons might receive, he 
agreed to ihe exchange. The enemy 
being tardy in their compliance, aud 
the army complaining of the extreme 
heat of the sun and manifesting great 
impatience to advance, it was thought 
advisable to lead them on. They 
marched in profound silence till the 
lines of both parties met, almost breast 
to breast. The Governor forbade his 
men to fire until he ordered them. The 
troops in the first rank were almost 
mixed with those of the vanguard of 
the enemy stationed a little before the 
main body, and who now began to retire 
upon it, shouting defiance and dariog 
their opponen's to advance. The army 
kept on till withia twenty-five yards of 
them, and then halted. ‘The Regulators 
continued io call on the Governor to 
order his men to fire; several of them 
advaci.g toward the artillery, opening 
their breasts aud defying them to begin. 
As Tryon still hesitated, they fell back 
slowly to a fine defensive position, leav- 
iug the Governor and his troops open 
to their fire, whilst most of them were 
secure from his. Aoo.her parley en- 
sued. Au adjutant was sent forward 
to say if they did not diree ly lay down 
their arms they should be fired on. 
That order the Governor then gave, but 
i. was not immediately obeyed; where- 
upon, rising in his stirrups and turning 
to his men, he called out, “Fire on them, 
or on me.” ‘The action now began, and 
almost instantly became general. 

The insurgents, pursuing the Indian 
mode of fighting, did considerable in- 
jury tothe King’s troops, who would 
have been defeated, but for the excel- 
lent service done by the artillery, which 
the regulators, being poorly armed, 
were unable to capture. Nevertheless, 
wi h the odds against them, they fought 
desperately for more than an hour, and 
did not take to flight until all their am- 
munition was expended,

The track of the storm was north of the 
former one, and struck about two miles 
south of Whitesville, and was equally de- 
S‘ructive. Several farm settlements were 
blown away between Major Reed’s and 
Whitesville. 

Two miles below Whitesville the storm 
burst in fury on the farm of Hon. II F. Moss 
member of the present legislature from 
Harris, blowing away most of the houses, 
killing five mules, carrying off corn, meat, 
and other things. 

Mr. Moss was in his blacksmith shop, saw 
the storm approaching, ran to Lis dwelling, 
a large two-story frame house, toid his wife 
of the danger, and hurriedly carried his 
family under the house into an excavation, 
and as his wife, who was the last to enter, 
came down the house was entirely swept 
away.

It is said the anvil was blown fifty yards 
from the shop. 

Mrs. Cal Davis is reported killed, and the 
leg of Mr. Cal Davis broken. 

Murraugh’s mill, near LaGrange and Ham- 
ilton road, and three miles north of Hamil- 
ton, was blown away, and several negroes 
killed. 

A large new house just nor.h of Pine 
mountain, was also destroyed, and the 
family—Mr. Nelson’s—was saved by casting 
themselves into a deep gully.
